municipal hospital where exam¬ 
ination by Dr. Aiello failed to 
disclose any serious injuries, but 
it was decided to retain the 
youth for a few days observation 
period.

The little 
tot in question sat on a chair 
during the interview and nursed 
her daddy’s coat. “She hangs on 
to her dady’s jacket for dear 
life and keeps drawing my at¬ 
tention to the package of cig¬ 
arettes in one of the pockets,” 
Mrs. Karliner explained. 

Only visible marks of the 
little one’s terrifying ordeal were 
lacerations on the nose, close to 
the right eye and a swollen lip. 
No attempts had been made to 
question the children concern¬ 
ing the accident said Mrs. Kar¬ 
liner but Merridee, who escaped 
unscathed, had volunteered a 
garbled account of the tragedy.

Canadian Scientists Aiming To 
Extend Grass Growing Season 


Whaling Industry In Manitoba 


You Cannot Help It

— Dr. E. S. Archi¬ 
bald, director of the federal ex¬ 
perimental farms, was hack at 
his desk after a three-month vis¬ 
it to New Zealand which taught 
him a few things about pasture 
land.

Dr. Archibald found year-round 
grass, developed by scientists there 
to meet their climatic conditions and 
eliminating most of the labor requir¬ 
ed in cutting and storing hay and 
other stall food. 

Canadian scientists already w-ere 
working on the problem of improv¬ 


ing pasture grasses, he said, and the 
success of similar wofk In New Zeal- 
land made him confident a new con¬ 
tribution to Canadian agriculture 
could be made. 

“In Canada our grass season is 
from five to eight months, depending 
on locality,” he explained. “Besides 
this we have the curse of summer 
drouths that Increase the' demand on 
hay and other similar stores. 

“If, in Canada, we can extend the 
grass season two weeks at both ends 
and provide a grass that <^ill with¬ 
stand drouth, we will have Increased 


In Canada, two Acres usually car¬ 
ried one cow wfth a production of 
150 pounds of butterfat, including 
stall feeding for about half a year. 
In New Zealand, he saw many farms 
with year-round grazing and almost 
no winter feed having to be provided, 
i The butterfat yield often was 300 
pounds an acre and sometimes as 
I high as 500 pounds. 

While New Zealand had better 
climatic conditions as a whole, he 
said, “research and experiment will 
make. I am sure, an immense contri¬ 
bution to Canadian agricultural 
prosperity through the improvement 
of the natural, soil-conserving food 
—gra.ss.”

LACK OF ACCOMMODATION 
HINDERS ACTIVITIES OF 
PASS ARMORED UNI'T 

Quarter MillionYjoiiars Worth 
of Equipment Not Being Fully 
Utilized Says Civilian 
Commitee Head 
Lack of accommodation is the 
real drawback to a substantial 
Increase in the activities of the 
22nd Armoured Workshop Bri¬ 
gade stationed in Blairmore, 
Grant Smith, manager of the 
Royal Bank and chairman of 
the civilian commitee of the bri¬ 
gade said when interviewed re¬ 
cently. 

The committee, composed of 
civilian representatives from 
Coleman, Blairmore, Frank, 
Bellevue and Hillcrest, func¬ 
tions in connection with the 
unit based in the west end sec¬ 
tion of Blairmore. “There’s a 
quarter of a million dollars 
worth of equipment housed 
there”, said Mr. Smith, “but it 
is confined by lack of space with 
the result that we are unable to 
get the full benefit Of the won¬ 
derful opportunities it presents 
to carry out full scale trade 
training among those Interested 
in such vital training”. As an ex¬ 
ample of the brigade’s purpose, 
he cited the fact that out of a 
potenial strength of 277, aib 
ranks, 221 would be tradesmen 
and pointed out the immeasur¬ 
able advantages to be gained by 
expanding the space to allow 
this invaluable trade training to 
be secured under the best pos¬ 
sible trade training conditions. 

All Equipment 

“The equipment is such,” re¬ 
marked Mr. Smith, “that re¬ 
pairs could be carried out to the 
finest of watches and to the 
heaviest machines now in use 
by the Canadian army.” He 
stressed the fact that Ottawa 
would probably enlarge the ac¬ 
commodation as soon as it was 
convinced that materials now 
being used in the vitaf* construc¬ 
tion of home building would be¬ 
come more readily available. 

Commenting on the recent 
meeting of the civilian commit¬ 
tee called to hear a report pre¬ 
sented by the brigade’s com¬ 
manding officer, Capt. John Mc¬ 
Donald of Coleman, Mr. Smith 
asserted that Capt. McDpmild 
brought back an interesting‘re¬ 
port of the recent conference of 
officers of the western com¬ 
mand held in Currie Barracks, 
Calgary. 

Capt. McDonald outlined plans 
for the forthcoming Army Week, 
May 15 to 21, and it was expect¬ 
ed that convoys would visit all 
Pass towns and stage demon¬ 
strations of the unit’s equip¬ 
ment.

SAYS COAL FUTURE 
IN ALBERTA GLOOMY 

The Calgary Herald In a front 
page story Sattirday, said Al¬ 
berta’s coal industry, both bitu¬ 
minous and domestic, faces a 
gloomy future. 

The newspaper said it had 
learned from authorltive sources 
in the coal industry that if 
present trends of Industrial and 
domestic users to switch to other 
forms of fuel continues, many 
coal miners “may be forced out 
of business, or the industry in 
general forced to a part time 
week.” The sources were not 
identified. 

(W. C. Whittaker, secretary of 
the Western Canada Bituminous 
Coal Operators’ Association, said 
he had “nothing to say” when 
asked to comment on the story 
and on the outlook of the coal 
industry in Alberta. Other min¬ 
ing officials were not immedlatr 
ely available for comment. 

Railway Change 

The Herald said bituminous 
mines would lose . about one- 
third of their market in the next 
three years through decision of 
the Canadian Pacific and Ca¬ 
nadian National Railways to 
switch from coal to oil-burning 
equipment in many sections of 
Western Canada. 

“Domestic fields also are suf¬ 
fering,” the newspajjer said, 
“Wider use of oil burning equip¬ 
ment (in homes and buildings) 
because of cheaper oil already is 
affecting the market. If natur¬ 
al gas pipelines export cheap 
natural gas to other prairie re- 
regions then the domestic mar¬ 
ket will be further curtailed.” 

Coal has been Alberta’s sec¬ 
ond largest industry for the last' 
25 years. It was second only to 
agriculture. Last year coal 
mines had a $24,000,000 payroll 
and $40^,000,000 was spent in 
production. 

About 9,000 miners are em¬ 
ployed in Western Canada’s coal 
mines.

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A Visit To The Pass 

(by H. T. Halllwell) 

The Crows Nest Pass mining 
towns with a population of ap¬ 
proximately 10,000 constitutes 
an Important industrial area, 
the sole source of its income be¬ 
ing nature’s wealth in the form 
of bituminous or soft coal. It 
is around the mining of coal 
that since the beginnning of the 
20th century the towns of Cole¬ 
man, Blairmore, Bellevue, Hill- 
crest and Frank have been de¬ 
veloped. Prank and Hlllcrest 
have declined in population, 
though this has been offset by 
development in and around the 
other mining towns. 

These towns are centres of 
community activity, even 
though many organizations 
function, each in its own way. 
There are Polish, Ukrainian, 
Italian, Czecho-Slov^k, these 
embracing 1% their membership 
immigrants from various Euro¬ 
pean countries. The Scottish 
and the Welsh people have their 
organizations. Hut when it 
comes to a community drive 
they all pitch in and usually 
raise the objective. 

Bellevue decided it would 
have an artificial ice rink, a 
big undertaking for a commun¬ 
ity that is not even incorpor¬ 
ated, yet it raised sufficient to 
pay for it, with a substantial 
lift from one of the coal com¬ 
panies. 

Coleman decided it wanted a 
new curling rink, as the one 
which had been in use for 20 
years or more was sadly in need 
of repair. By volunteer labor it 
was built. 

The latest achievement of 
note is the completion of the 
most up-to-date municipal Jios- 
pital in the province, having 60 
beds, and requiring a staff of 
approximately 50 to man it. 
Achievements such as these in¬ 
dicate the progressive spirit of 
the mining communities which, 
like agricultural communities, 
have their good and not so 
good times. \ 

The talk that has been going 
on about the Canadian Pacific 
changing from the use of steam 
locomotives to diesel engines, 
causes some concern, but not 
any undue'alarm, for it is gen¬ 
erally conceded that despite the 
uses of other fuels, there will al¬ 
ways be a market for coal; be¬ 
sides which other uses will be 
made of coal for the production 
of by-products. 

Years ago, when natural gas 
was discovered in Alberta, and 
its substitution of coal for heat¬ 
ing in the urban communities, 
such as Calgary, Lethbridge, and 
many smaller places, almost en¬ 
tirely eliminated the use of coal 
in those places, other sources 
for the sale of coal were dis¬ 
covered, and since 1940 the 
mines have enjoyed an almost 
unbroken run of maximum time. 

It was about 1900 that the 
mines began to be developed on 
an extensive scale. In 1903 the 
titanic rock slide at Frank, then 
known as the metroplis of The 
Pass, wiped out more than half 
the village, and virtually put a 
stop to the mining that had 
been carried on at the base of 
Turtle Mountain, from which 
the enormous mass of rock was 
hurtled across the valley in the 
grey dawn of an April morning. 
In later years a sanitarium was 
built, and the mineral water, 
smelling strongly of sulphur, 
was deemed a cure for many 
ailments. The sanitarium for a 
number of years was quite a 
social centre for the Pass resi¬ 
dents. Later it was turned into 
a hospital or convalescent home 
for soldiers of the first world 
war, then for many years it re¬ 
mained derelict. Then some 
young business men with vision 
and enterprise utilized the base¬ 
ment walls as the foundation 
for a swimming pool, later built 
a dance hall and recreation 
centre known today as the Tur¬ 
tle Mountain Playgrounds, 
which has become a very popu¬ 
lar resort for the local people 
as well as transient visitors. 

The Pass contains much of 
Interest. You may not see it if 
you mak^ a hurried automobile 
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trip. You may notice the scen¬ 
ery, and the rows of miners’ 
houses, the business greets with 
their conglomerate assortment 
of buildings with many unpro¬ 
nounceable names indicating 
the owners, but you have to 
stay around for awhile to really 
get an insight into the manifold 
activities which make up com¬ 
munity life in the Crows Nest 
Pass.

■To give some idea of the rail¬ 
road traffic bringing out the 
loaded cars for dlstrlbuti6n to 
the prairie provinces, it was 
necessary for the C.P.R. to in¬ 
stall the block signalling system 
between Burmls and Crows Nest 
to speed up the movement of 
coal from the various mines. 
Coal is king in the Crows Nest 
Pass, and will continue so inde¬ 
finitely.

EDMONTON. — Hailed as one of 
the continent’s biggest single ail 
wells, Imperial Schoepp No. 1 dis¬ 
covery well in the Golden Spike field 
near Edmonton has gone into pro¬ 
duction. 

There was no fanfare marking the 
event which climaxed a five-months 
drilling saga during which the thick¬ 
ness of the oil-bearing zone was es¬ 
tablished at 545 feet. 

Oil officials report the well has on6 
of the thickest formations on the 
continent and one of the best from 
the productive standpoint. 


CAN.-VDA IS A BROAD COUNTRV and its population is wideiy .scat^^ 
tcred. The recent entrance of Newfoundland into Confederation has w'iden-' 
ed the boundaries stiil farther and added a new province in which many of 
the people live in remote districts.

It has ' now become 
of importance in the production of 
light oil in the Woodbend field and 
in the Jo.seph Lake well, 18 miles 
soutTieast of Edmonton. 

“Also the recent discovery of gas 
with distillate Stettler and the gas 
discoveries in north central Alberta, 
all in mcsazoic strata, have further 
shown that it contains large reserves 
in both gas and oil. A knowledge 
of the local and regional stratigraph¬ 
ic relation.ships thus becomes of great 
value in the exploration for new oil 
fields. Dr. Wickenden and his as¬ 
sistants will continue their field w’ork 
with the objective of collecting now 
data and making it available to ftiose
